New York New York voters approved four 
constitutional amendment, provides for re- 
organization the state court system, 
into effect September 1962. Another 
constitutional amendment adopted permits 
reorganization the executive branch 
the state government. 

$100 million bond issue was approved 
for purchase railroad cars for lease 
commuter railroads the Port New York 
Authority. fourth measure created Job 
Development Authority and guaranteed $50 
authorized $100 million bond 
issue. The new may make loans 
for the construction, expansion rehabili- 
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tation industrial plants areas 
unemployment. 


Ohio The electorate approved four 
constitutional amendments November 
One authorized the legislature provide 
for continuity state and local govern- 
ment emergency situations caused ene- 
attack. Another sets the age limits for 
the state militia; limits range from 
67. third amendment provides that 
ments office may made subject the 
advice and consent the Senate. The fourth 
provides that vacancies the Senate shall 
filled appointment the Senate 
bers affiliated with the same political party 
that the person last elected the 
electors the seat which has become vacant. 


Oklahoma Oklahoma's voters special 
election November 12, approved consti- 
tutional amendment providing that when un- 
certainty exists the county which 
crime was committed, the accused may 
tried any county which the evidence 
indicates may have been committed. 


Pennsylvania Pennsyivania voters approved 
three constitutional amendments November 
election. One allows the legislature 
exempt certain disabled war veterans from 
property taxes. Another authorizes cash 
payment instead credit allowance 
overpaid taxes, licenses and other such fees 
charged the state. The third makes 
the inaugural date for the Secretary 
Internal Affairs coincide with that the 
Governor. 


Maine Amendments Invalid The Maine Su- 
preme Court ruled that two constitutional 
amendments approved voters October 
are invalid. 
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The state constitution requires that 
referendums constitutional amendments 
must held during November. The opinion, 
Signed the Court's six justices, was 
answer request from Governor John 
Reed for ruling after the conflict between 
the October date, set the legislature, 
and the constitutional requirement was no- 
The court said that the amendments 
may resubmitted the people Novem- 
ber, 1962. 

One the amendments woula have au- 
thorized municipalities finance construc- 
tion industrial buiidings. The other 
would have restricted use State Retire- 
ment System funds retirement purposes. 
Two bond issues also approved the Octo- 
ber election are unaffected the court 
action.

Constitutional Convention Michigan's con-

LEGISLATIVE REAPPORTIONMENT 


The Oregon Supreme Court has approved 
reapportionment plan drawn Secretary 


State Howell Appling, Jr. takes one 
Senate seat and four House Representatives' 
seats from the sparsely settied eastern two- 
thirds the state and gives them the 
more heavily populated western sector. 

Secretary State Appling was direct- 
had ruled 1961 legislative reapportionment 
act unconstitutional. Under the act, eastern 
Oregon would have lost only one its thir- 
teen Representatives and none ofits six 
Senators. The Court's decision held that 
the legislative reapportionment did not 
properly reflect changes pcpulation. 

Oregon's constitution limits the Senate 
thirty members and the House Repre- 
sentatives sixty and provides for reap- 
portionment both houses according 
population the legislative session fol- 
lowing federal census. After the legis- 
lature had largely ignored the time and 
population provisions for nearly half cen- 
tury, amendment was passed 
initiative petition 1952 giving the Se- 
cretary State and the Supreme Court au- 
thority see that reapportionment 
carried out every ten years. the legis- 
lature does not act reapportionment 
July the year the legislative ses- 
legislative reapportionment ruled uncon- 
stitutional, the Secretary State given 
the job, subject review the State Su- 
preme Court and any directives may 
deem necessary meet constitutional re- 
quirements. 


LEGISLATIVE SESSIONS 


New York Special Session The New York 
meeting Special session 
November and 10, adopted act reappor- 
tioning the state's Congressional districts, 
reducing them from forty-three forty-one. 
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second major enactment the session 
establishes plan for fallout shelters 
schools, colleges and universities, with 
state financiai assistance. The act also 
sets standards for construction shelters, 
with penalties for violations, provides for 
construction shelters state buiidings, 
and other ways encourages private shelter 

series measures also approved 
the special session are benefit 
residents the state called military 
service during the present emergency pro- 
viding some tax exemption and extending 
various benefits. 


Oklahoma The 1961 Oklahoma legislature 
provided for automatic reapportionment 
the House Representatives the State 
Election Board after each future federal 
decennial census with original juris- 
diction vested the State Supreme Court 
force timely compliance. Another mea- 
sure reapportioned both houses the legis- 
lature. 

The legislature limited regular sessions 
ninety-one legislative days and special 
sessions twenty days. Legislative salaries 
$300 month plus expense allowances $10 
per day were established. addition, mile- 
age payments were approved for one round trip 
weekly for legislators. 

The session adopted "fiscal note" 
procedure for all bills likely affect 
state expenditure revenue. "fiscal 
bill which indicates the cost yield 
particular proposal. 

Another enactment requires state agen- 
cies file copy rules and regulations 
with the Secretary State and the State Li- 
brarian condition their validity. 
The State Librarian will publish the rules 
and regulations semi-monthly. 

action affecting organization, the 
Department Commerce and Industry was 
placed under the Economic Development Com- 
mission, and jurisdiction over certain train- 
ing schools and orphanages was transferred 
from the Board Public Affairs the State 
Welfare Commission. 

Election measures authorized use 
voting machines all counties; set the 
dates for regular and run-off primaries; 
and required that political parties nomi- 
nate candidates for presidential electors 
state conventions, such electors 
required take oath support the can- 
didates chosen the national conventions 
their respective parties. 

Highway legislation included high- 
way safety code based the Uniform Vehicle 

The legislature also adopted the Uniform 
Commercial Code and the Uniform Testamentary 
Additions Trusts Act. 


General local legislation authorized 
creation urban renewal authorities 
small municipalities. Use public trusts 
local governments promote industry 
also was authorized. Revenue bonds sup- 
port trust were provided for, approved 
majority the qualified electorate. 
constitutional amendment was approved for 
submission the voters which would empower 
all counties, with the consent the elec- 
torate, issue bonds for industrial devel- 
opment and allow levies not exceed mills 
support the issues. 

Among other measures the legislature 
authorized valorem and income tax exemp- 
tions for the cost fallout shelters. 


GOVERNORS' CONFERENCE MENTAL HEALTH 


Special Governors' Conference Men- 
tal Health, held the Sheraton-Chicago 
Hotel, Chicago, November and 10, adopt- 
far-reaching recommendations for treat- 
ment the mentally ill and advancement 
mental health. 

Attending the conference, which was 
sponsored the State Govern- 
ments the request the National Govern- 
Conference, were Governors from more 
than third the states, Governors' rep- 
resentatives and mental health officials 
from four-fifths the states, legislators 
from twelve states, and numerous leaders 
the mental health profession. 

series panel sessions during the 
two days centered upon findings and pro- 
posals the Joint Commission Mental 
Iliness and Health, created Congress, 
which made its final report this year after 
six years study. 

the closing session the attending 
Governors adopted Policy Statement and 
resolution drafted Policy Committee 
nine Governors under the chairmanship 
Governor William Quinn Hawaii. 

The Policy Statement, which heartily 
commended The Joint Commission for its study, 
recommended balanced state program 
many aspects. Among other features the 
Governors emphasized need for prevention 
and early treatment, extensive community- 
based services, active treatment rather 
than custodial care, and rehabilitation and 
after-care services. They called for spe- 
cialized services for persons with condi- 
tions related mental illness, such 
mental retardation, alcoholism, delinquency, 
drug addiction, and deterioration old 
age. 

The declaration advocated smaller state 
hospitals rather than large; internal de- 
centralization present large facilities; 
and integration inpatient services with 
community services. opposed any arbi- 
trary distinction between patients who suf- 
fer from and mental ill- 
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ness, and stated that all are entitled 
the best psychiatric care. Another point 
emphasis was that voluntary admissions 
should encouraged. State appropriations 
for support psychiatric beds general 
hospitals were advocated. 

The statement underscored needs and means 
for research and for recruitment and train- 
ing mental health personnel. called 
for improved organization state sup- 
ported services and cooperation with pro- 
fessional and volunteer groups. 

The Governors endorsed the Joint Com- 
mission's finding that much remains 
done for mental health services, with fed- 
eral, state and local governmental parti- 
cipation, and private efforts. They noted 
the commission's recommendation that local, 
state and federal governments work together 
triple expenditures for these services 
the next decade. their statement 
the Governors said that set figure could 
applied uniformly all states, but that 
the objectives their declaration obvi- 
ously would require appropriation sub- 
stantially iarger sums all governmental 
levels. 

Other important sections the state- 
ment dealt with needs for mental health 
information clearing house, interstate co- 
operation and mental health insurance. 

The statement was adopted the at- 
tending Governors, section section, and 
then full, including several strengthen- 
ing clarifying ameadments that were 
moved from the floor. The votes were unan- 
imous. After the Governors' action one 
the nongubernatorial participants moved 
that conference members other than Govern- 
ors concur the report. This motion was 
adopted. 

The Governors then adopted resolu- 
tion presented the Policy Committee ex- 
pressing concern over the exclusion men- 
tal and tuberculosis patients from federal 
public assistance under the Social Security 
Act, and requesting the federal government 
study their exclusion order deter- 
mine what basis may exist for amending the 
act their behalf. 

Serving with Governor Quinn the 
Policy Committee were Governors Elbert 
Carvel Delaware, William Guy North 
Dakota, Ray Keyser Vermont, David 
Lawrence Pennsylvania, Stephen 
McNichols Colorado, Edwin Mechem 
New Mexico, Wesley Powell New Hampshire, 
and Matthew Welsh Indiana. 

During the conference galaxy 
speakers distinguished government, the 
professions and citizens' organizations 
surveyed extremely wide range tasks, 
shortcomings and necessities the mental 
health field.

Borrowing Authority The Minnesota 
torate 1962 election will vote 


constitutional amendment allow the state 
incur indebtedness temporary borrow- 
ing.

Presently the state constitution limits 
borrowing for capital improvements other than 
state highways $250,000. The means em- 
ployed the state financing public 
provements over the past several years were 
recently disapproved the State Supreme 
Court, thereby promoting the proposed change 
the constitution. 


Business Taxation The Oregon Supreme 
Court has ruled that the State Tax Commis- 
Sion may fairly assess taxes out-of- 
state firm doing business Oregon the 
basis the company's rather than 
its sales the state. 

The decision reversed County Circuit 
Court judgment involving New York lumber 
firm that buys large amounts timber 
Oregon but sells comparatively small amount 
lumber the state. The company had con- 
tended that its taxes should levied the 
basis from sales. 

The Supreme Court's opinion said: 
corporation's income derived from busi- 
ness done both within and without the state, 
the determination its net income 
based upon business done within the state may 
under rules and regulations adopted 
the Commission which fairly and accurately 
reflect that income the business done 
within the state." 

The court added that Commission's 
regulation recognized that the method 
used depends upon the circumstance each 
case and rule universal application 
can

The Minnesota Commissioner Public 
Welfare haS appointed two non-medical men 
chief executive officers state hos- 
pitals. The commissioner was authorized 
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the 1961 legislative session make 
the appointments. 

Under terms the new law, the com- 
missioner may appoint licensed doctor 
medicine chief the medical staff. 

other action regarding health, the 
legislature authorized higher salary ranges 
for especially qualified doctors, outside 
the state civil service classification plan.

Education and Economic Development Key 
western State officials and met 
with leading educators, businessmen and la- 
bor representatives San Francisco 
November 19-21 explore how the region's 
colleges and universities can utilized 
more effectively the economic develop- 
ment the West. 

This was the Third Regional Workshop 
Higher Education held the West since 
1958 under the joint sponsorship the 
Western Governors' Conference, the Western 
Interstate Commission tor Higher Educa- 
tion and the Council State Governments. 
Previous workshops were devoted the 
financing higher education and ways 
improving quality and opportunity 
the region's institutions higher learn- 
ing. 

general sessions and small discussion 
groups, more than 150 delegates sought 
identify the West's major problems, 
review what the colleges and universities 
have done for western economic development 
the past and consider ways which 
they can used more fully 
ture, 

Among participants the sessions were 
Governor Albert Rosellini Washington 
and Governor Grant Sawyer Nevada, Chair- 
man and member respectively the Western 
Conference Committee Economic 
Development; and Clement French, Presi- 
dent Washington State University and 
Chairman WICHE. 

The recommendations the discussion 
groups for fuller use the colleges and 
universities western economic develop- 
ment will used the basis for report 
the Western Governors' Conference, which 
called for the Workshop, and WICHE. Both 
groups will consider ways implementing 
the suggestions that came out the Work- 
Shop. 


Teacher Training Experiment The Univer- 
State Department Education, undertak- 


ing five-year experimental program and 
evaluation placing more stress liberal 
arts and sciences and less professional 
training teacher education. The project 
being financed through July 1966, 
grant $371,000 from the Ford Founda- 
tion. 

group 200 students has been se- 
lected take three years intensified 
subject training followed two years 
professional training. like number 
students, matched with the experimental 
group the basis ability and achieve- 
ment, will take the usual teacher-training 
program, which reverses the number years 
devoted each kind training. 

For two years after the students enter 
the Hawaii school system teachers, the 
two groups will studied, evaluated for 
effectiveness and compared with one an- 
other. 

The experimental group will take re- 
quired courses English, foreign lan- 
guage mathematics, arts and music for three 
years. During the last two years pro- 
fessional training, the group will given 
three symposia arts, humanities and con- 
temporary life. 

the same time, the liberal arts pro- 
gram the University being revitalized 
committee professors equip teachers 
deal intelligently with realities 
the ongoing science and space revolution and 
help them become cultured and enlight- 
ened persons, underlying principle 
guiding the revision course content, 
the committee has chosen the theme "com- 
munication facts and ideas." This in- 
cludes communication not only through English 
and foreign languages, but also through 
other media such mathematics, music and 
the visual arts. 

Strong emphasis being placed 
mathematics the language science, 
with the stress concepts rather than 
equations per se, enable teachers 
become least well informed their 
students about the technological and 
tific world. the music and visual arts 
program, the students will learn more than 
the usual appreciation great works; they 
also will learn something these 
fields.

One session included 
report new legislation New York State 
which established central registry the 
Department Social Welfare aid lo- 
cating deserting parents liable for support 
their children. Attention also was given 
ways which the federal government, 
through the Department Health, Education, 
and Welfare, might assist state and local 
officials resolving this problem. 
sequently, the conference adopted resolutions 
urging states consider establishing cen- 
tral location services and requesting the 
cooperation the federal government 
setting such units and making possible 
fuller use OASI records for this purpose. 

Another major topic considered the 
conference was means strengthening the 
operation reciprocal support laws through- 
out the country. Attention was called 
the importance the work state informa- 
tion agencies assisting local jurisdic- 
tions better job this field; 
the values state and regional conferences 
reciprocal support; and the desirability 
all jurisdictions keeping and reporting 
statistics reciprocal support cases, 
was agreed that adoption the amendments 
the uniform act proposed the Commis- 
Sioners Uniform State Laws 1958 would 
help make the program more effective. The 
conference adopted resolutions most 
these points. 

The conference received the report 
its Committee the Handbook Administra- 
tive Procedures. Copies the Handbook pre- 
pared the committee were distributed 
those attending the meeting. The Handbook 
intended guide desirable pro- 
cedures handling reciprocal support 
cases, and its value for this purpose was 
commented upon various speakers the 
meeting. Copies are available from 
the Council State Governments $1.50 
each,

JUVENILE OFFENDER PROGRAM 


California has initiated three-year 
experiment treating juvenile law breakers 
home rather than state institutions. 
Limited the cities Sacramento and 
Stockton, the experiment being supervised 
the State Youth Authority. Most the 
financing provided federal grant 
nearly $240,000 with state costs the 
initial year expected exceed $55,000. 

Heman Stark, Youth Authority Direc- 
tor, said that the project successful 
could save the state millions dollars 
reducing the necessity building new 
institutions. Objective the experiment 
see whether delinquents can reha- 
bilitated home under intensive supervision 
and with professional help. The Youth Author- 
ity Director noted that many experts the 
correctional field agree difficult 
institutional environment teach boys 
and girls how live their home commu- 
nities under parole. 

Juveniles guilty crimes violence 
will not for the experiment, Mr. 
Stark said, and youngster will releas- 
from institution for community treat- 
ment unless the community affected approves. 
maximum 100 delinquents half from 
each city will treated one time. 


NARCOTIC TESTING UPHELD 


The California nailine testing program 
detect resumption drug use narcotics 
offenders parole (State Government, Spring, 
1961, pp. 112-117) has been upheld the 
Federal District Court the Southern Dis- 
trict Los Angeles. 

The court granted the state's motion 
for summary judgement and dismissal ina 
suit for $100,000 damages brought 
former convict under the Civil Rights Act 
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against various state officers and agencies 
the termination his period parole, 
during which had been subjected nalline 
testing. 

Under the program established the 
1959 state legislature, agreement submit 
nalline testing may made condition 
parole for narcotics offenders. of- 
fender may picked any time during 
the parole period and given nalline 
test determine whether has returned 
the use narcotics. 

granting the state's motions, the 
federal court rejected the plaintitf's con- 
tentions that the tests had been applied 
invalidly him and that they constituted 
improper use police powers under the 
Civil Rights Act and the United States Con- 
stitution. The court's decision has been 
appealed the Ninth Federal Circuit Court 
San Francisco. 


CHARITABLE TRUSTS 


new Charitable Trust Division the 
Texas Attorney General's Department con- 
ducting survey determine the number, 
size, location and specific purposes all 
charitable organizations the state.

Such appointment, the opinion noted, 
would violate Section the state consti- 
tution which provides person holding 
any office post profit emolument 
under the United States Government who 
the employment such government shall 
eligible either house." Membership 
the Advisory Board would pay per diem 
and travel expenses. 

Construction similar constitutional 
provisions recent years has prevented 
New York State Senator from serving the
